of this Unv Ijj a number of negroes 
of ttiti btate. among them being ,Me- 
Cabe, tor,merly Territorial Auditor- 


Judge Cotteral in his review of the 


eabe* stated that as this law was ot 
legislative enactment and not a part 
of the organic law of the state, it was 
in 
accordance 
with 
the provisions 


of the enabling act. The court held 
that the allegation that the separation 
of passengers violated the provision 
of the fourteenth amendment of the 
fed-era 1 constitution 
was 
not 
valid 


in as much as the law provided for 
equal accommodations and places and 
i)o interference in 
interstate 
com- 


merce. 


This provision ot the statute, he 


said, was a regulation of domestic 
commerce, and since 
the 
supreme 


court of tho United States had in a 
number of instances interpreted leg- 
islation of this kind from 
various 


states as not interfering with inter- 
state commerce 
and sustained the 


statute, it would be upheld in this 
instance. The case will be appealed
